A preliminary investigation of Cali- 
fornia’s newest potential volcano— 
Glass mountain in the Modoc lava 
beds, Modoc county, has just been 
made by R. H. Finch, director of the 
Lassen Volcano Observatory, and 
George L. Collins of the National Park 
Service.

REASON FOR PUEBLO 


Scientists May Learn Secret 
of Indian Tribe. 


Washington,—The* Indian popula- 
tion of Chaco canyon, N. M., a thow 


“roads” extending many miles across 
the mesas ghd cut broad stone stair- 
ways out of the solid rock of the eun- 
von wall. Why? That is one of sev- 
eral ‘questions which prompted the 
National Geographic society’s expedi- 
tion to ancient Pueblo Bonito, under 
the dlrection of Neil M. Judd, arche- 
ologist of the Smithsonian institution. 

Puebla Bonito, one of the greatest 
apartment-house cities of prehistoric 
America, Ues ruined on the floor of 
Chaco canyon, 70 miles north of Gal- 
lup, N. M. The aboriginal inhabitants 
wrung thelr ifvelihood from the silty 
soll of the canyon bottom and could 
not have farmed the wind-blown 
mesas above. Yet they hewed dozens 
of stairways Ia the terraced ledges of 
the sandstone cliffs which extend 
back from the canyon rim and then 
built roadways north and south across 
the mesa. Some of the “roads” are 
said by the Navajo to extend 40 miles 
up hill and down. And there innu- 
merable step series were carved with 
stone hammers, for the Bonitians 
were people of the Stone age. They 
had no metal tools; no beasts. of 
burden. 

Stairways Are Wide. 

The stairvays are from five to ten 
feet wide aad some of them have a 
10-inch treed. The roads, if that is 
what they were, vary in width from 
to twenty feet and are usually 
lined with boulders which were rolled 


to one side in the clearing process. 
On sloping ground the lower side of 
the road was built up and where the 


mesa changes levels abruptly steps 


were eut in the rock.

Why the canyon dwellers built 


these things is not yet absolutely 
clear, 
he was abie, a task quite incidental

In tracing the roads as far as 


building their pueblo the Bonitlans 


used thousands of pine logs, and it 


may be that they constructed the

such fogs. Of the 200 fragmentary 
beams excavated from Pueblo Bonito 
by the National Geographic society's 
expedition in the last seven years, not 
one bears any evidence of scarring, 
a fact which indicates that the tim- 
bers were carried instead of being 
slid down the cliffs. 
Seek New Light. 

While this may explain the stairs 
and the “roadways,” It is not so help- 
ful in explaining the terraces. Fur- 
ther investigation throws new light on 
them. 

In addition to the investigation of 
these problems, Mr. Judd unearthed 
further evidence that Chaco canyon 
was the center of a larger and more 
ancient. prehistoric population than 
had been thonght. He discovered sev- 
eral sites of balf-sunken village. of

Automatic Tide Gauge 
Invented in England 


London.—An automatte tide level in- 
dicator, considered a great improve- 
ment over any existing type, has been 
produced and is: being. exhibited in 
London. : 


The device consists of an illuminated 
indicator, constructed to show the 
height of the tide at any time during 
the day or night, On the model the 
ngures when magnified for night read- 
ing are 22 inches long and can be de- 
elphered from a ship or a land sta- 
tion at long distances, 

The recording figures and marks for 
night use are projected on a glass 
screen high above water level, or, 
when fixed ashore, onto thé window of 
any existing lookout er signal sta- 
tion.

HELPS DISABLED 
“VETS FIND WORK 


General Hines of U. S. Bureau 
Launches New Pelicy. 


Washington.—The United States 
Veterans’ bureau has been ordered by 
the director; Gen. Frank T. Hines, to 
inaugurate a general campaign to 
assist in finding employment for dis- 
abied World war veterans, according 
to a report made by Watson B. Miller, 
chairman of the national rebabilita- 
tion committee of the Americun Le- 
gion, 

American Legion este throughout 
the country will assist in the move- 
ment, and Generul Hines, with bis 
buregu’s 54 field offices, and the bu- 
reau’s. thousands of employees, hopes 
to effect contacts with employers that 
will result in a general employment of 
disabled veterans, and especially those 
discharged from government hospitals. 

General Hines has directed letters 
to his regional managers calling at- 
tention to that part of the World war 
veterans’ act which stutes “That the 
bureau shall have the power, and it 
will be its duty, to provide for the re- 


placement of rehabilitated persons in 


suitable or gainful occupations.” 
The director calls attention not 
only to those rehabilitated by the bu- 
reau under the vocational rehabilita- 
tion act, but to those rehabilitated 
in bureau hospitals. 

Former contacts with civilian 
agencies are to be renewed, and atten- 
tion is called to the fact thut in filling 
positions within the bureau that pref- 
erence be given to persons with serv- 
ice record.

Many American Eagles 
Butchered in Alaska 


Philadelphia.—The American eagie 
in Alaska is disappearing under the 
bounty system of 1917, of that terri- 
tory, says Dr. T. Gilbert Pearson, 
president of the Nationa] Association 
of Audubon Societies, 

“There are many of these eagles 
left,“ said Doctor Pearson, “but from 
what I saw of them and learned on 
all hands, it is plain that the bird is 
far less numerous than a few years 
ago. Official records of the bounties 
paid up to August 4, 1927, as supplied 
me by Karl Thiele, secretary of Alas- 
ka, showed that the feet of 40,753 
eagles had been ‘turned in for the 81 


bounty (formerly 50 cents).“ 


Doctor Pearson also stated that on 
all sides the eagles are regarded as 
destructive to figh, ptarmigans, young 
mountain sheep; fawns and young, 
blue foxes. “I found it very difficult, 
however, to find people who had ac- 
tually seen eagles performing any of 
these depredations, aside from eating 


fish.”

FOR SAFETY IN Alf (| 
Guggenheim “Acts to Take} 


Peril From Flying. 


New York.—Man’s mastery of the 
air has reached a point, the Daniel 
Guggenheim Foundation for Promo- 
tion of Aeronautics believes, at which 
the factor of safety must be given 
greater attention if the pogsibilities of 
aircraft are to be adapted to transpor- 
tation. 

To hasten the day when a rellable 
plane in the hands of any good pilot 
will be as safe as a railroad trein or 
a motor car, directors of the Guggen- 
heim fund have set aside $150,000 in 
prizes, to be awarded to planes which 
meet most satisfactorily nine require- 
ments for airplane safety. 

The competition is to be concluded 
by October 31, 1920. Five British and 
two American. manufacturers of air- 
craft already have entered the race. 

Nine Tests Submitted. 

These are the nine tests with which 
aircraft must comply: 

The plane must maintain level and 
controlled flight at a speed not greater 
than 35 miles an hour and must be 
able to glide for three minutes with 
all power switched off, during which 
the speed must not exceed 38 miles an 
hour. 

The plane must come to a complete 
stop within 100 feet of the spot where 
It first touches the ground in landing. 

A steady glide must be made over 
an obstruction 85 feet high and the 
plane must come to a complete stop 
within 800 feet of the base of the 
obstruction, This is to test the ship’s 
ability to make a forced landing in 
a smal! space surrounded by wires, 
houses or trees. 

The plane must clear a 85-foot-high 
obstruction from a starting point 500 
feet away. 

With all power switched off, the 
plane must glide at an angle of not 
more than eight and not less than six- 
teen degrees and at a speed not great - 
er thun 46 iiiies an hour, to test its 
ability to approach an uncertain land- 
ing place in event of engine failure. 

In normal flight, at a speed of 45 to 
100 miles an honr, the pilot must take 
both hands off the controls for at least 
five minutes, to demonstrate the abil- 
ity of his craft to right itself after 
disturbances from wind gusts or from 
the application of controle. 

The plane must show that ff its en- 
gine fails it will assume a gently glid - 
ing position and make an easy land- 
ing. The pilot must pull his elevator 
control to a maximum extent at the

The plane must show its ability to 
take off and to land on a plot 500 
feet square surrounded by a 25-foot 
obstruction, and it must taxi under 
its own power along the ground 
against a strong wind. 

Schedule of Awards. ; 

Of the prize money, $100,000 will go 
to the competitor whose entry wins 
the highest number of points in four 
of the nine saféty tests. Ten thousand 
dollars will go to each of the first five 
entries to satisfy all the requirements. 

Judges are Orville Wright, R. Tru- 
bee Davison, assistant secretary of 
war for aeronautics; Edward P. War- 
ner, assistant navy secretary for aero- 
‘nautics; William P. MacCracken, Jr., 
assistant. secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics; Commander Richard E. 
Byrd and Dr. George W. Lewis. Three 
technical advisers—Prof. Alexander 
Klemin of New York university, Maj. 
R. F. Mayo and Lieut. E. B. Aldrin 
of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology will assist the judges. 

“Any effort to make air traffic an 
integral part of our national com- 
merce life,“ says Harry Guggenheim, 
president of the fund, “must first re- 
duce and ds nearly as possible over- 
come the popular skepticism of air 
transportation.

The constant demand for-Rapa men 
during a period of nearly a century 
has led to considerable preponderance 
of women in, the island population. 
The men are excellent physical speci- 
mens : : 

On one occasion when the schooner 
of the visitors was three on four miles 
from shore, a boat came out. The 
men had made no allowance for the 
faet that an engine was aiding the 
cails. and within a minute they were 
left 100 yards astern, But whe: 
eabin boy, a native of Rapa, called 
out to them to catch up and be towed, 
they bent their oars and showed what 
they. could do, The schooner Was 
progressing at a rate of about six 
miles an hour, but the boat was going 
at twice that speed when it néared 
and overtook her. i 

On an ther occasion a Rapa crew 
rowed five miles to an inlet on which 
certain sea birds were nesting. ‘Two 
of the members of the crew were only 
thirteen years of age, but when a 
heavy storm arose these lads stood the 
test of pulling for hours against a 
head wind and a rising sea, even 
though the poorly balanced, home 
made oars weighed close to 50 pounds. 

The girls of Rapa are scarcely less 
skillful in using their unstable looking 
outrigger canoes.
